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ship and help of his beloved father in 
the faith. It would seem that he was 
already shrinking from his task, and was 
tempted to disassociate himself from 
Paul, because of the terrible risks in- 
volved in being known as his friend. 
He is earnestly exhorted by Paul, in his 
farewell letter, not to be “ashamed of 
the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner: but be thou »yartaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel according to 
the power of God” (2 Tim. 1:8). He is 
encouraged to persevere by being re- 
minded of the mighty power of God 
displayed in the wondrous scheme of 
salvation. 

According to His loving purpose and 
exceeding grace, God planned the sal- 
vation’ of mankind even “before the 
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world began” (v. 9). Before sin hap- 
pened, before the sinner was, before 
God’s beautiful world was defiled by sin, 
the plan of salvation was prepared. The 
Lamb, who is the Plan, was “foreor- 
dained before the foundation of the 
world” (1 Pet, 1:20) to take away “the 
sin of the world” (John 1:29). Before 
the emergency of sin there is the emer- 
gence of grace. In the course of time 
the Plan was put into effect, “made 
manifest by the, appearing of our Sav- 
jour Jesus Christ.” Then. Paul proceeds 
to give Timothy one outstanding exam- 
ple of the mighty work accomplished 
for man by the incarnation of Christ, 
He “hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel.” 

This is the glorious message of Easter, 
that Christ hath “abolished death.” It 
is hardly necessary to say that this does 
not mean that death is already abolished 
in a physical sense. Even those whom 
Christ raised from the dead—the 


widow’s son and Lazarus — would in due. 


course become old and infirm, and would 
again die. We are painfully reminded, 
almost every day of our lives, of the fact 
that “in Adam all die” (1 Cor. 15:22). 
We are all too familiar with death in 
the street, the home, in the news that 
comes to us through the press and the 
radio. Pai, everras he wrote the words, 
“who hath abolished death,” knew that 
at any moment he might be .led forth 
to suffer a cruel martyrdom. The time 
of his “departure is at hand” (2 Tim. 
4:4). , 


It is true to say that the abolition of 


* death‘in an ultimate sense is arm achieved 


thing. In Hebrews 2:14 we read that 
Christ suffered death that “he might de- 
stroy him that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil.” By his death and 
glorious resurrection Christ has shown 
Himself the Master of Satan, and His 
own victory over death is the guaran- 
tee and promise of His complete and 
final victory over death (1 Cor. 15:26; 
Rev. 20:14). But the word “abolish” here 
means rather to make death of “none 
effect.” The same Greek word is. fre- 
quently translated in this sense (as in 
Rom. 4:14; Gal. 3:17). By the death-of 
Christ it has been rendered harmless, its 
sting has been taken away, so that it 
carr no longer hurt. 

Thus Paul could say: “O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory? . . . thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (1 Cor.’ 15:55-57). That 
which was feared, shunned, undesired 
had been so robbed of its terrors that 
for Paul death was welcomed, for it 
was but a point of departure from a state 
that had no attraction for him, to a state 
that was greatly to be desired. It meant 
a life of eternal fellowship with Christ. 
Thus he longed to “depart, and be with 
Christ; which is far better”: (Phil, 1:23). 
“To be absent from the body” meant 
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being “present with the Lord” (2 Cor. 
5:8). ; 

By His manifestation Christ “hath 
brought . . . immortality to light,” . That 
is, He brought it out into the light. It was 
once so dim. Man had a vague idea of 
immortality, he knew “he was not made 
to die,” but all was so dark and gloomy 
beyond death. Job regarded: the beyond 
as “a land of darkness, as darkness 
itself; and of the shadow of death, with- 
out any order, and where the light is 
as darkness” (Job 10:22). Plato longed 
for some sure*word of immortality upon 
which he could launch his raft into the 
great beyohd. The» many curious burial 
customs amorg some heathen people re- 
veal that they have a vague idea that 
death is not the end of all things. Now 
through the Gospel, through the atoning 
death of Christ, through His glorious 
resurrection, the blegsed fact’ of blissful 
immortality is brought out into the light. 
The Gospel tells of a heavenly Home 
prepared by Christ, of a life free from 
all the pains, sorrows, temptations, per- 
plexities of this present life. Only the 
Christian faith gives to man the sure and 
certain hope of immortality. 

Communism, which is so powerful in 
Europe today, scoffs at the Christian hope 
of Heaven, and treats the tragedy of 
death with utmost levity. All that mat- 
ters is a’future Utopia, a vague world. 
wide Soviet state for. which millions of 
enslaved people must labor and die with- 
out the least hope of participating in it, 
Soviet scientists promise a day when 
man will live twice his present allotted 
span, when he will have such a long 
and happy existence that he will no 


longer need the Christian hope, as an ~ 


incentive to live. The present millions 
are to die hopeless and to labor for a 
Utopia that none will ever see. For this 
reason man will ultimately revolt agaifst 
such a cold, heartless, and hopeless polit- 
ical system. 

Christ has abolished death and brought

Confusion in Lesson Helps 


Have been receiving the Tmves for 
quite some time. ave enjoyed it 
immensely and gotten so very ‘much 
good from it, especially the lessons, 


We use the International Lessons. 
Our lesson on January 18 was taken 
from Psalms and Rbmans 6;, yours 
from Romans 8. I see that the Febru- 
ary 1 lesson is taken from John 6 and 
Colossians 1; yours from Isaiah and 
Matthew. 


Why is this? It is quite confusing. 
I do.so much like the thoughts and 
information on lessons. Will this con- 
tinue to be so0?—A Pennsylvania 
reader. 


Having had several other inquiries like 
this one, the Editors asked one of their

correspondents to send them a copy of 
the quarterly they were using. From an 
Ohio reader came the Wesley Quarterly 
(For Adults) for January-March, .pre- 
pared by the General Board of Educa- 
tion of the Methodist Church and issued 
quarterly by the Methodist Publishing 
House, Cincinnati, (The editorial offices 
are in Nashville, Tenn.) This is clearly 
the same quarterly which the Pennsyl- 
vania' reader has been using. 

The Editors have carefully compared 
many of the lessons given in the Wesley 
Quarterly with those which have been 
used in THe Sunpay ScHoo. TIMEs, and 
have found that there are a number of 
differences. 

The booklet issued annually for the 
use of publishers by the International 
Council of Religious Education indicates 
several passages of Scripture as the back- 
ground of the lessons for each Sunday 
of the year, and gives references to 
shorter portions, taken from the main 
passages, for the use of the Primary, 
Junior, Intermediate-Senior, and Young 
People-Adult Departments. The Trmes 
always prints all the references for the 
passages to be studied, but prints, only 
the text given for the, Young. People- 
Adult Topic (see p. 236 of this issue). It 
is out of the question for a .perjodical 
like the Tres, and for most other’ peri- 
odicals giving lesson helps, to print all 
the Scriptures indicated for study for 
any given Sunday. 

The printed ‘text given in:the Tres 
and the Wesley Quarterly were the 
same for January 4 and 25; but there 
was considerable variance in the two 
lesson helps through the remainder of 
January and February. On February 1 
the Methodist quarterly departed com- 
pletely from the lesson passages indi- 
cated for that date, and used portions of 
two of the passages indicated for Feb- 
ruary 8. On February 8 the Methodist 
quarterly used two of the passages indi- 
eated for February 1, and added one of 
their own choice. On January 138— one 
of the dates given in the Pennsylvania 
reader’s letter—the Wesley Quarterly 
used Psalm 23 and Romans 6:13-18, 21, 
23. For the same date the International 
Council gave John 4:5-26; Romans 8:12- 
17, 31-39. ° The Times printed one of 
these passages which was indicated for 
study and printing for the Young Peo- 
ple-Adult Topic, that is, Romans 8:12- 
17, 31-39. ‘ 

It appears from the Trmes correspond- 
ence that such discrepancies are partic- 
ularly noticeable in Methodist literature, 
and of course they produce confusion. 
Why the Methodists make such radical 
changes the Trues does not know. It 
also seems évident that real uniformity 
on the International Uniform Lessons is 
achieved by such publishing houses as 
the Union Gospel Press, the Standard 
Publishing Company, the Higley Press, 


and other independent, publishers, as ;

Jesus, The first look was the look 
for salvation, which must always be the 
first look, for until we see Him as Sav- 
iour we can receive nothing from His 
hands. The second look was the look 
for deliverance. It is the look of one 
who has received salvation but who, 
nevertheless, is in deep waters — the 
waters of tribulation or testing of one 
kind or another.

fecter of our faith, who for the joy that 
was set before him endured the cross, 
despising shame, and hath sat down at 
the right hand of the throne of God.” 
I want you to think of these words right 
in the center of these verses, “Let us 
run with patience . looking unto 
Jesus.”

I, Toe Race 

Paul was very fond of using figures 
of men in action as illustrations in his 
instruction and he does so in this case 
most forcibly.

Normal 
and healthy growth in any way can never 
be hurried or pushed, and in the race 
of life of which we are thinking it is 
the steady progress with unfaltering 
step and unflagging purpose that counts 
most of all.

saints and heroes of the Old Testament, 
who through faith accomplished the im- 
possible and in their lives bore a mag- 
nificent testimony to the working of 
God’s power in their hearts. In the verse 
that we are considering those great 
saints of old are pictured as looking 
down on us gs a great crowd of wit- 
nesses watching us as we struggle along 
the course that God has appointed for 
us. It is a course that, although it ‘is 
leading to the same goal that they have 
already reached, is one very different 
in a number of ways from that which 
they traveled. For’most of us it is very 
much easier traveling than it was for 
them, for God called upon them to meet 
tremendous testings of faith and cour- 
age which we should in gratitude real- 
ize that He has not asked us to face. 
But ‘much more than that, we have a 
Leader and Captain whom we can know 
intimately and of whose presence and 
companionship we can be made con- 
tinually conscious; whereas those men 
of old only realized in a somewhat 
limited way that such a One was com- 
ing in the distant future, long after they 
hade passed away. I mean, of course, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who is here re- 


ferred to as the author and originator 


of our faith, and also its perfecter — the 
beginning and the end of our faith. 
Moreover, we also have the Holy Spirit

to make real to us the person and the 
presence of the Son of God and to 
strengthen us and enable us to lay hold 
upon Him and upon His promises in 
assurance and faith. 


III. THE PREPARATION 


In view of the importance and of the 
intensity of the race that lies before us, 
the author of Hebrews gives us instruc. 
tions as to the necessary preparations 
for running it .successfully to its end. 
It is often on account of our failure at 
this point that we become weak and dis- 
couraged when we should be running 
our best. “Let us lay aside every weight,” 
he writes, “and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us.” Every athlete, even in 
Paul’s day, before entering a race, re- 
moved every ounce of unnecessary cloth- 
ing and would neyer think of running 
until he had first thrown off the long 
robe or outer garment which would so 
easily interfere with the movements of 
his legs and might easily trip him up. 
To attempt to run the Christian race, 
as many do, without “coming clean” be- 
fore the Lord, is equally foolish. A good 
many of us often try to hang on to some 
of our habits and what we sometimes 
laughingly refer to as our. “pet vices” 
and at the same time live as Christians. 
Anything that troubles our consciences 
or that we know is not im accordance 
with God’s will for us becomes a weight 
and may easily become a besetting sin. 
To that extent it hinders our spiritual 
progress, it weakens our faith and cuts 
into our eagerness to serve the Lord and 
to glorify Him. We often seek to ex- 
cuse ourselves by looking at others and 
seeing what they do and by making com- 
parisons of ourselves with them, but the 
only secret to real power and progress 
is that of looking unto Jesus. 

We are told to look unto Him for sal- 
vation, to.look unto Him for deliverance 
in times of difficulty and temptation, and 
now to look unto Him for inspiration 
and encouragement. He is both the 
author and the perfecter of our faith 
and He became so for one reason — He 
“endured the cross, despising shame.” 
Had He refused to endure the cross and 
all that it meant in unutterable agony 
of body, mind, and spirit, and had He 
regarded all the shame and humiliation 
and scorn which it included as too great 
a price to pay, you and I today would 
have no. feal faith in God and there 
would have been no way of our know- 
ing Him as our Father and of enjoying 
the privileges and the blessings of His 
presence in our hearts. 

Wher the going seems hard and the 
way lonely and rough, a look unto 
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Christ Jesus,.in gratitude for the in- 
finitely greater difficulties that He met 
for us and a r-membrance of the glori- 
quis victory that He won on the cross 
and ‘in His resurrection on behalf of 
every one who will trust in Him — such 
a look will alwzys prove to be a source 
of inspiration, of encouragement and of 
new strength. One of the noticeable 
characteristics of the early Christians, 
and one that is not nearly so common 
among most of us today, was the fact 
that they counted suffering for Christ 
as a privilege and as a cause for rejoic- 
ing. On the occasion of the first time 
that the apostles suffered persecution and 
were beaten because of their faith, as 
recorded in Acts, they departed from 
the presence of the Council, “rejoicing 
that they were counted worthy to suffer 
dishonor for the Name” (Acts 5:41). 
The same thought is revealed in some of 
Paul’s letters to the churches, 


The more we learn to look unto Jesus 
Christ, the more we shall come to know 
and understand Him and to appreciate 
not only all that He went through for 
our sakes, but the deep meaning and 
the marvelous results of that suffering 
on our behalf. Every increase in our 
knowledge and appreciation of this will 
mean a new surge of faith and of grati- 
tude in our hearts and a corresponding

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inflow of power and confidence in our 
lives which will carry us forward to 
new victories and will result in new spir- 
itual growth and development. One way 
of judging our spiritual attainments and 
maturity will be by asking ourselves as 
to how often we truly look unto Jesus 
and how often each day our hearts turn 
to Him in grateful remembrance, in lov- 
ing trust, in holy adoration, or in joyful 
expectancy and assurance that He has 
some special blessing for us which is 
ours if we will only claim it in faith. 
May we increasingly learn not only to 
look unto Him in times of special diffi- 
culty and need, but continually to keep 
our attention fixed upon Him that there 
may be a continuous renewal of encour- 
agement and inspiration to sustain and 
strengthen us in our daily course. 

‘ How often each day do you look unto 
Jesus, as we have just been thinking of 
it? In your answer will be the index 
to the tone of your spiritual life. An 
occasional look means a weak and 
starved spiritual condition. A constant 
and oft-repeated look means a robust, 
steady, and a growing life which de- 
lights to. think of Him and rejoices in 
the continual expérience of His pres- 
ence. May this be true of each one of 
us today.

of His Death and Resurrection 


Practical lessons we may learn from His many references to these two important events 


ROM time to time, various listings of 

Old Testament prophecies relating to 
our Lord Jesus Christ have been pub- 
lished. Sometimes such lists cover some 
specific aspect, or some particular detail, 
or even a definite period of time. For 
instance, a list has been made showing 
some thirty or more Old Testament 
prophecies that were fulfilled in the 
twenty-four hours between Christ’s ar- 
rest and burial, 

Having saved many of these lists of 
fulfilled prophecies, I was studying them 
one day, when the thought came that I 
would like to have a list of New Testa- 
ment prophecies regarding the Cruci- 
fixion, or, better still, a list of the pre- 
dictions Christ Himself made regarding 
His death and resurrection. Surely, 
since the heart of Christianity is the 
death and resurrection of Christ, what- 
ever He said or taught while on earth, 
before it happened, is noteworthy for 
study. Not having seén such a list, the 
next best I could do was to prepare one. 

Using a “Harmony of the Gospels,” in 
which the four Gospels are: written in 
parallel columns in chronological order, 
I read through and noted the times the 
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Lord Jesus spoke about His coming death 
and resurrection. It was very interest- 
ing to note that, right atgthe very start 
of His public ministry, Christ made ref- 
erence to His resurrection. One of the 
first things Christ did when He began 
to appear publicly was to cleanse the 
Temple. The Jews challenged His right 
to do this, and demanded by what 
authority He did this. Christ answered 
with a prophecy concerning His death 
and resurrection. 

Throughout His ministry on earth, 
Christ made frequent references to His 
death, naming the city and giving many 
details, and linking the fact of His death 
and resurrection with our salvation. Nor 
was the Lord Jesus taken by surprise 
by what occurred, for His last predic- 
tion, “The hour is at hand,” ushered in 
His betrayal. 

In the list below, the texts are neces- 
sarily condensed to save space. _The 
reader is therefore urged to look up the 
references for himself for further study. 
It will surely prove a great blessing to 
see for one’s self what the Lord Jesus 
taught in advance about His death and 
resurrection, 
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1. At the very outset of His public 
ministry, in answer to the Jews’ demand 
for proof of His authority for cleansing 
the Temple, Christ said: 

“Destroy this temple, and in three 
days I will raise it up... . But he spake 
of the temple of his body” (John 2: 18-22). 


2. To Nicodemus, the Lord Jesus said: 

“And as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up: that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 
have eternal life” (John 3:14, 15). 


3. When asked why His disciples did 
not fast, the Lord Jesus said: 

“The days will come, when the bride- 
groom shall be taken from them, and 
then shall they fast” (Matt. 9:15; Mark 
2:20; Luke 5:35). 


4. When the Pharisees and the Sad- 
ducees asked for a sign, He said: 

“There shall no sign be given .. . but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas” (Matt. 
16:4). 


5. The first prediction that names the 
place and gives a few details of His com- 
ing death on the cross came in a private 
talk with His disciples: 

“Began Jesus to shew unto his disci- 
ples how that he must go unto Jerusa- 
lem, and suffer many things of the elders 
and chief priests and scribes, and be 
killed, and be raised again the third 
day.” Whereupon Peter rebuked our 
Lord, for which he was reprimanded 
(Matt. 16:21-23; Mark §:31-33; Luke 9: 
22). 


6. It is interesting to note that the 
topic of conversation between our Lord, 
Moses, and Elijah, when Christ was 
transfigured,. was concerning “his de- 
cease which he, should accomplish at 
Jerusalem” (Luke 9: 28-36; Matt. 17: 1-13; 
Mark 9: 2-13). 


7. On the way down from the Mount 
of Transfiguration, Christ said: 

“The Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be set at nought” (Mark 9: 
12; Matt. 17:12). 

8. While in Galilee, Christ said to His 
disciples: 

“The Son of man is delivered into the 
hands of men, and they shall kill him; 
and after that he is killed, he shall-rise 
the third day. But they understood not 
that saying, and were afraid to ask him” 
(Mark 9:30-32; Luke 9:43-45; Matt. 17: 
22, 23). 


9. While not a direct statement, never- 
theless the following should be listed, 


‘for it is significant When Jesus was 


still in Galilee He announced ,that He 
would not go openly to the Feast of 
Tabernacles at Jerusalem just then, “be- 
cause the Jews sought to kill him.” He 
said: 

“My time is not yet come” (John 7: 
1-9). i 


10. Later, He went up “as it were in 
secret.” While there at Jerusalem He 
said: 

“Yet a little while am I with you, and 
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then I go unto him that sent me” (John 
7:33, 34). 

11. During the discourse on “The light 
of the world,” there are several allusions 
to His soon leaving the world. For in- 
stance: 

“I know whence I came, and whither 
I go”; “No man laid hands on him; for 
his hour’ was not yet come.” He also 
said: “Whither I go, ye cannot come”; 
and, “When ye have lifted up the Son 
of man, then shall ye know that I am 
he”; “As he spake these words, many 
believed on him” (John 8: 14-30). 

12. The Lord followed the above by 
twice stating to the Jews that they were 
seeking to kill him (John 8:37, 40). 

13. When Christ made His final de- 
parture from Galilee, we read: 

“And it came to pass, when the time 
was come that he should be received up, 


he stedfastly set his face to go to Jeru- . 


salem” (Lypke 9:51), 


14. In the Lord’s discourse on “the 
good shepherd,” several noteworthy 
statements are ymade: 

“IT am the good shepherd” (John 10: 
11). 

“The good shepherd giveth his life 
for the sheep” (John 10:11). 

“I lay down my life for the sheep” 
(John 10:15). 

“No man taketh it from me, but I lay 
it down of myself” (John 10:18). 

“I have power to lay it down, and I 
have power to take it again” (John 10: 
18). 5 


15. This is a rather veiled allusion, but 
one which should be added: 

“But I have a baptism to be baptized 
with; and how am fF straitened [or 
pained] till it be accomplished !” (Luke 
12:50.) 


16. While the Lord was teaching on 
the way to Jerusalem, some of the Phari- 
sees came to tell Him that Herod was 
seeking His life, and that He should 
leave the country. But He was not con- 
cerned about that then, and said: 

“It cannot be that a prophet perish 
out of Jerusalem,” which seems to indi- 
cate He knew His hour was not yet 
_ come (Luke 13:33). 


17. In teaching about the coming of 
the Kingdom of God and His second 
advent, Christ said: 

“The Son of man ... first must.., 
; suffer many things, and be rejected of 
this generation” (Luke 17:24, 25), 


18. Again we read that on His last 
journey to Jerusalem: 


“Then he took unto him the twelve, 
and said unto them, Behold, we go up 
to Jerusalem, and all things that are 
written by the prophets concerning the 
Son. of man shall be accomplished. For 
he shall be delivered unto the Gentiles, 
and shall be ‘mocked, and spitefully en- 
treated, and spitted on: and they shall 
scourgé him, and put him to death; and 
the third day he shall rise again. And 
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they understood none of these things” 
(Luke. 18:31-34; Matt. 20:17-19; Mark 
10: 32-34). 


19. In reproving the ambitious James 
and John, Jesus'ended His reproof with 
these words: 

“Even as the Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, and 
to give his life a ransom for many” 
‘(Matt. 20:28; Mark 10:45). 


20. When Mary of Bethany anointed 
the feet of the Lord Jesus, He said: “She 
did it for my burial” (Matt 26:12; Mark 
14:8; John 12:7). 


21. In the parable of the absent land- 
lord, Christ told how the wicked hus- 
bandmen killed the beloved son of the 
landlord. He ended by reminding them 
of the Scriptures: bs 

“The stone which the builders re- 
jected, the same is become the head of 
the corner.” Here He taught in parable 
form of his coming rejection (Matt. 21: 
38; Mark 12:6, 7; Luke 20:15). 


22. In His digcourse following the an- 
nouncement that certain Greeks were 
looking for Him, Christ said: 

“And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me. This he 
said, signifying what death he should 
die” (John 12:32, 33). 


23. Following the Olivet discourse 
concerning the destruction of Jerusalem 
and the end of the age, Christ added: 

“Ye know that after two days is the 
feast of the passover, and the Son of 
man is betrayed to be crucified” (Matt. 
26:1, 2). 

24. At the Last Supper, Christ said: 

“With desire I have desired to eat this 
passover with you before I suffer” (Luke 
22:15). 


25. Again at the Last Supper, the Lord 
Jesus said: 

“One of you shall betray me” (Matt. 
26:21; Mark 14:18; Luke 22:21; John 13: 
21). 

26. Christ’s farewell discourse has sev- 
eral references to His death: 

“Yet a little while am I with you. 
Ye shall seek me: .. . Whither I go, 
ye cannot come” (John 13:33). 

27. “For it is written, I will smite the 
shepherd” (Matt. 26:31; Mark 14:27). 


28. “This that is written must be yet 
accomplished in me, And he was reck- 
oned among the transgressors” (Luke 
22: 37). 


29. “I go to prepare a place for you” 
(John 14:2), 


30. “Yet a little while, and the world 
seeth me no more” (John 14:19). 


31. “But now I go my way to him that 
sent me; ... It is expedient for you that 
I go away” (John 16:5-10). 

32. “A little while, and ye shall not 
see me” (John 16:16). 

33. “I leave the world, and go to the 
Father” (John 16:28). 
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34, In His prayer of intercession, Christ 
Jesus prayed twice: 

“And now I come to thee” (John 17: 
11, 13). ; 


35.-After finishing His season of prayer 
in the Garden of Gethsemane, Jesus 
awoke the sleeping disciples, saying: 

“Behold, the hour is at hand, and the 
Son of man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners” (Matt. 26:45; Mark 14:41). 

The above predictions certainly show 
the important place given in the Scrip- 
tures to the death and resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus. For one thing, no mere 
man could have foretold the event of 
his death with such amazing exactness, 
nor would any man in his right mind 
claim to be able to rise from the dead 
on the third day. Such claims, having 
been fulfilled as they were, assure us of 
the deity of Jesus Christ. 

It is also interesting to note that while 
on the mount, being transfigured ke- 
fore His three beloved disciples, there 
appeared unto them Moses and Elijah. 
Significant as this event was, it is 
more important to notice the subject 
of their conversation. The Scriptures 
tell us that they spoke concerning “his 
decease which he should accompiish at 
Jerusalem.” 

Let no man say that the doctrine of 
the blood atonement was the invention 
of the Church after Christ died, for the 
above list contains several important 
declarations that link our salvation with 
His death. The talk with Nicodemus is 
the favorite of many, together with 
John 3:16. 

A careful study of the above state- 
ments by Christ will bring many more 
important facts to light, and the reader 
is again’ invited to+study the complete 
texts prayerfully. 

But one thing more is revealed above 
—the natural man cannot understand 
spiritual truths. Several of the passages 
given above end with words to the effect 
that the disciples couldn’t understand 
these teachings at the time they were 
spoken, and yet they lived and ate with 
the Lord Jesus daily. Even after His 
decease was accomplished ,as He said it 
would be, two of His disciples, with sad- 
dened hearts were greatly perplexed as 
they journeyed along the road to Em- 
maus (Luke 24: 13-35). 

The natural man, no matter how 
learned, educated, and talented, cannot 
understand Scriptural truth until he is 
born again. “But the natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned” (1 Cor. 2:14). 
The disciples, every one, did not under- 
stand these statements until they, too, 
were born again. On the day of Pente- 
cost, they received the Holy Ghost and 
through the working of the Holy Spirit 
they not only believed and understood 
these things themselves, but became 
mighty witnesses and evangelists to the 
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fact that “this Jesus hath God raised up” 
(Acts 2:32). What a difference the Holy 
Spirit made in the lives of these men! 
Even daily contact with the man of Gali- 
lee and seeing His wonderful works 
could not cause their minds to under- 
stand that ‘He must lay down His life 
for the sheep. But when once the Holy 
Spirit came in and they understood these 
things, great grace was upon them all, 
and with “great power gave the apostles 
witness to the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus” (Acts 4:33). In fact, after Peter’s 
first sermon about three thousand were 
converted, 


There is a practical lesson we all need 
to learn from this. Many are quick to 
criticize the disciples for not accepting 
the facts that Jesus presented to them in 
person, Some may feel that, had they 
been living then, walking with Christ 
and talking with Him, they surely would 
have believed Him. Alas, many forget 
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that unto us are given many great and 
precious promises. Do we accept all 
that God offers us in His Word? Do we 
believe everything He says? “We ought 
to give the more earnest’ heed to the 
things which. we have heard, lest at any 
time we should let them slip” (Heb. 2:1). 

Mention was made of the many proph- 
ecies published from time to time in 
lists, giving fulfilled prophecies of 
Christ’s first coming. We read these with 
interest, and check up the Scriptures 
that show their fulfillment.. But there 
are hundreds of prophecies in God’s 
Word yet to be fulfilled. Do we live in 
expectation that He is coming again, 
even as He said? 

“Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God” 
(2 Cor, 7:1).

“How Shall We Know Him?” 


What a Hebrew family found when they searched the Scriptures 


N PREPARATION for Pasach, Rachel 

was polishing the candelabrum that 
would be used on the Seder table. She 
was singing in her low, contralto voice, 
the ancient Hatikvah. Suddenly, she 
stopped singing and listened. Yes, it 
was Daniel, their twelve-year-old son, 
coming home from school, “Hi, Mamele,” 
he called in his customary fashion. As 
his boyish form was silhouetted in the 
doorway by the late afternoon sunshine, 
Rachel was again reminded of her pride 
in having a son who, very soon, would 
be asking the traditional question at the 
Seder table, “What mean ye by this 
service?” 

“Dannie,” she replied, enlisting his 
help, “Mother is so very busy getting 
ready for Pasach. Vill you run and get 
the Cup of Elijah, so that I can polish 
it, too?” \ 

Dannie’s swift feet carried him back 
promptly with the treasured Cup, which, 
as he carried it, primed the well-springs 
of youthful inquisitiveness with a deluge 
of questions. 

“Mamele,” he inquired, as his deep- 
set eyes reflected a soul earnestness, “do 
you suppose Elijah will come this year? 
May | open the door for him?” 

“We'll see, Dannie I, too, hope he 
comes, tor, if he does, that means that 
Messiah is near !” 

“What did you say, Mamele? Elijah, 
I know; but, Messiah — who is He?” 

Rachel made a few mental notes; it 
was getting late: her husband would 
be home for supper. Well, she might 
as well answer his question, first as last. 
(That is, as best she could. She real- 
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ized now, more than ever, just how little 
she actually knew aboyt Messiah.) 

With an expression of mingled yearn- 
ing and disappointment in her face, she 
began: 

“Messiah means the ‘Anointed One’ — 
the King of Israel — who is coming some 
cay. A long time we have waited for 
Tim — but He doesn’t come !” 

Dannie’s eyes widened. His imagina- 
tion was set on fire! 

“Did you ever see Him—did anyone 
ever see Him? How will we know Him 
vhen He comes?” His questions gath- 
ered momentum. “Where did you first 
hear about Him?

Where did they first hear 
ebout Him?” Then with reflection, he 
added, “Oh, from the T’nach!” Dannie 
thought a moment; then with eagerness, 
he continued, “Mom, do we have a 
T’nach? We do? Do you or Father ever 


-read it?” 


Rachel’s hesitation was an admission. 

Then, as if to climax the matter, at 
least for the time being, Dannie re- 
solved, “When I grow up, I’m going to 
read the T’nach for myself! Then, I'll 
know Him when He comes !” 

His sentence of resolution was punc- 
tuated by a-whistle from outside. The 
momentous issue for the young mind 
was tossed off lightly, at least for the 
present, and Rachel was relieved. But 
she knew, down deep in her mother- 
heart, that the subject would be revived 
with added impetus with coming of 
Pasach. 

“Where's the T’nach?” Rachel inquired 
of her husband that evening, when the 
dishes were done and she and her hus- 
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band were seated in the living room. 
His mind ‘was still occupied with the 
business affairs of the day, and this 
seemingly incongruous question was a 
bit perturbing. He looked at her the 
second time tb see if she were really 
serious. Assured that she was, he 
pointed to the highest shelf in an ob- 
scure corner of the old family library. 
He yawned, then, “Do you really want 
it, dear?” he inquired, rather hoping 
that she did not. With a boyish twinkle 
in his eye, he teased, ““That’s not a book 
for you women —” 

But his levity was short-lived, as he 
noted his wife’s deep concern. 

Rachel recounted the afternoon’s con- 
versation with their son. With real per- 
plexity, she re-echoed, “How will we 
know Him when Messiah comes?” 

“Say, that son of ours—he’s got some 
questions!” Then he added proudly, 
“Sure, I'll get the Book! That’s the only 
place we can find the answer !” 

Little did he realize as he took down 
the ancient Scriptures of God and very 
carefully dusted the Book of the Law 
that this was the beginning of a long, 
diligent search for truth, begun that 
night in order to answer the intelligent 
question of their son, “How shall we 
know Him when He comes?” 

Far into the night, the father searched 
through the Torah, the Nebiim, and the 
Chetubim, looking for a picture of the 
promised Messiah.

“How shall we know Him when He 
comes?” the question ‘persisted, and in 
spite of himself, he heard the answer 
“By knowing ‘those things . . . which 
are revealed.’” 

One evening, as he was poring over 
the T’nach, Rachel appeared beside him 
with ‘a lovely plant in her hand. She 
waited for him to look up. 

“I found it in the garden,” she said. 
“It’s something new to me, so I picked 
just a little of it, and brought it in 
for you to name.” 

He examined it. “Why, that’s not 
hard at all,” he assured her. “That’s 
a new variety of the oriental rose | 
planted last fall. If you want to know 
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what the blossom: will be like, you will 
find it described in the catalog,” he re- 
marked briefly, and again he was buried 
in thought.

The Believer's Glorified Body 


What the Word reveals regarding the redemption of the body 


OR Christians, the future is of par- 

ticular interest because God’s Word 
holds so many promises of coming bless- 
ings. Chief among these promises is 
that of seeing the Lord Jesus Christ 
face to face, and the redemption of the 
body that goes with it. “And not only 
they, but ourselves also, which have the 
firstfruits of the Spirit, even we our- 
selves groan within ourselves, waiting 
for the- adoption, to wit, the redemption 
of our body” (Rom, 8:23). Those who 
are laid aside by physical hindrances 
should be particularly interested, for 
their discomforts bring the issue closer 
and make the hope greater. 

John throws light on this fascinating 
subject. “Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be:, but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; 
for we shall see him as he is” (1 John 
3:2). John first tells us that “now are 
we the sons of God.” This is a result 


_ of our acceptance of the Lord Jesus 


Christ as personal Saviour, as we see 
from John 1:12, “But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name.” 

John then states that “it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be.” Thus we see 
that this is to happen in the future. We 
do not know when, for Scripture does 
not give the day nor the hour of His 
coming, but His sure coming and the 
resurrection is set forth in 1 Thessa- 
lonians 4: 13-18.

John continues, “We know that when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him, 
for we shall see him as he is.” While 
we cannot begin to comprehend this 
great truth in its entirety, we can as- 
certain much from a study of the Scrip- 
tures bearing on the subject. We are 
certain that in many respects our glori- 
fied body will not be like our present 
one. “And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly” (1 Cor. 15:49). 
We are now earthy, as the first Adam; 
then we shall bear the image of the 
heavenly, as does the Lord. 

We know from Scripture that the Lord 
Jesus walked and talked as He did be- 
forte His death and resurrection. His 
bearing and facial features must have 
been much the same, for did not the 
disciples recognize Him? In the twenty- 


fourth chapter of Luke we are told that . 


He ate fish and honeycomb. So our glori- 
fied bodies will, in all likelihood, follow 
that pattern. We also learn that His 
body was composed of flesh and bones. 
“Behold my hands and my feet, that it 


is I myself: handle me, and see; for - 


a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye 
see me have” (Luke 24:39). Note the 
absence of the mention of blood. No 
longer did Christ have blood, for it was 
shed on Calvary’s cross. The earthy 
body is sustained by the blood (Lev. 17: 
11), and the spiritual body will be sus- 
tained by the Spirit. 

Christ’s body had the power to appear 
and to disappear when He willed. In 
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John 20:19, the Lord appeared in the 
midst of the ten disciples, and we are 
told that “the doors were shut.” “Then 
the same day at evening, being the first 
day of the week, when the doors were 
shut where the disciples were assembled 
for fear of the Jews, came Jesus and 
stood in the midst, and saith unto them, 
Peace be unto you.” In Luke 24:31, the 
Lord vanished from the two disciples 
after they recognized Him. “And their 
eyes were opened, and they knew him; 
and he vanished out of their sight.” If 
we’ are to be as He is, we will also pos- 
sess this power, ’ 


Our knowledge will be increased, as 
we see from 1 Corinthians 13:12, “For 
now we see through a glass, darkly; but 
then face to face: now I know in part; 
but then shall I know even as also I am 
known.” So we can look forward to 
knowing the answer to many questions 
that now baffle us, with our limited un- 
derstanding. 


The interesting changes that will take 
place upon the resurrection day are re- 
vealed in 1 Corinthians 15:42-44. “So 
also is the resurrection of the dead. It 
is sown in corruption; it is raised in in- 
corruption: it is sown in dishonour; it 
is raised in glory: it is sown in weakness; 
it is raised in power: it is sown a natu- 
ral body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a ‘natural body, and there is a 
spiritual body.”

The fact of the resurrection of the 
body is a major theme that runs through 
the Bible. Paul sets forth in 1 Corin- 
thians 15:12-20 that, if the resurrection 
is not a fact, then all preaching is in 
vain, the Christian’s faith is in vain, all 
are yet in their sins, those who died 
believing in Christ are perished, and if 
this life is our only hope in Christ, then 
believers, of all people, are most miser- 
able. 

But, praise the Lord, Christ is risen, 
and by His own Word He is coming for 
us so that we shall be where He is. 
John 14:1-3: “Let not your heart be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house are 
many mansions: if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I.go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and prepare 
a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, theré ye may be also” (Johm 14: 
1-3). So let us comfort one another 
with these promises, and look forward 
‘to that day when the Lord Jesus comes 
and the redemption of our bodies takes 
place.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


S WE come once more ta the Easter 
season, we are to think not only 
of our blessed Lord’s glorious tri- 

umph over death, but also of that new 
life which He imparts to all who put 
their trust in Him. He has said, “Be- 
cause I live, ye shall live also” (John 
14:19). As the risen one He has become 
the head of the new creation, to which 
all belong who have been saved by His 
grace (2 Cor. 5:17, where “new creature” 
_might better be rendered “new crea- 
tion”). The old creation fell in Adam; 
the new creation stands in Christ (1 Cor. 
15:22). Eternal life is not merely pro- 
longed existence. It’is not a synonym 
for immortality. Rather it is a new and 
divine life, which was manifested in all 
its fullness in: Jesus’: when here upon 
earth and as now exalted to God’s right 
hand in Heaven (1 John 5:20). No man 
possesses this life as a result of natural 
birth. It is received when one is born 
again by the Word and Spirit of God. 
He who possesses it has capacity for fel- 
lowship with the Father and the Son 
(John 17:3). He who does not yet know 
Christ is bereft of this life (1 John’‘5: 
12) and is regarded by God as dead in 
‘trespasses and sins (Eph. 2:1). Until 
born fpom above, and thus quickened 
together with Christ, all men are alien- 
ated from God and can do nothing to 
merit His favor. That we might have 
this eternal life our Lord became man, 
died for our sins on the cross, and rose 
triumphantly from the dead. Now He 
gives life to all who come to Him in 
faith. He has declared, “I am the res- 
urrection; and the life: he that believeth 
in me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he live: and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die” (John 
11:25, 26). Apart from His resurrection, 
men would have to die in hopeless de-

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spair, but He has, by going into death 
and coming up again, abolished, or an. 
nulled, him that had the power of death, 
that is, the Devil, that He might deliver 
from the fear of death all who believe in 
Him (Heb. 2:14, 15). 


The Historical Setting 


The Epistle to the Colossians was writ- 
ten by Paul while he was a prisoner, 
probably in Rome, or, as some think, 
in Cesarea. He had not visited this 
church himself, but had received a good 
report of them through Epaphras, who 
had ministered there, 

John’s First Epistle was written in the 
latter part of the first century of the 
Christian Era, evidently as a kind of 
appendix to the fourth Gospel and in 
order to meet certain errors that were 
being promulgated by men who denied 
the true deity and perfect humanity of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Verse by Verse 


Col. 3:1.—*“Risen with Christ.” This 
is true of all Christians. We died with 
Christ in His death. We have now been 
raised with Him and so no longer be- 
long to the world that crucified Him. 
Our interests now are connected with 
the place to which He has gone. It 
should be our joy to be occupied with 


that heavenly scene of which He is the. 


center and to which we belong as par- 
takers of His risen life. Occupation with 
Christ is the antidote for sin in every 
form. 


Verse 2.—“Set your affection on things 
above.” For “affection” the Revised 
Version has “mind,” and this is the bet- 
ter translation. We are called to be 
heavenly-minded. As our thoughts are 
engaged with things above we will be 
freed from the drag of earthly interests. 
Some object to the Christian being char- 
acterized by other-worldliness, but this 
is the only way to be delivered from the 
power of this present evil age. 

Verse 3—“Ye are dead,” or, more 
literally, “ye have died”; that is, the

former manner of life has ended in the 
cross, as we recognize the truth that 
Christ’s death is our death, ever as His 
life is our life, a life hid with Christ 
in God. The ealization of this will lift 
us far above the groveling things of 
earth. 


Verse 4.—“When Christ . . . shall ap- 
pear, then shall ye also appear with him 
in glory.” Christ, our life, is now hid- 
den: from the eyes of men. At His sec- 
ond advent He will again appear in vis- 
ible human form, and all who have 
received life from Him will then be 
openly manifested with Him in the 
splendor of His glory, 


‘ Verse 12—“Put on therefore.” As 
new creatures in Christ, we are to don 
the garments of holiness. We are called 
to put on those characteristics which 
belong to the new creation. 


Verse 13.—“Forbearing . . . and for- 
giving.” It is most inconsistent for those 
who are themselves the objects of God’s 
matchless grace to hold grudges or mani- 
fest an unforgiving spirit toward others, 
We are called to forgive “even as Christ 
forgave” us. 


Verse 14—“Above all these things put 
on charity,” or love, “which is the bond,” 
or girdle, “cf perfection.” As the Orien- 
tal binds iis flowing robes about him 
with his girdle, so we are to hold all the 
virtues mentioned above in their proper 
place with the girdle of perfection, which 
is the divine love shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Spirit, 


Verse 15.—“Let the peace of God rule in 
your hearts.” Peace with God is the 
portion of every believer (Rom. 5:1). 
The peace of God is ours as we learn to 
commit everything to God in prayer 
. (Phil. 4:6, 7). The word rendered “rule” 
really suggests an umpire — one who sees 
that all goes according to the proper 
order. 


Verse 16—‘“Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly.” The “word” is 
that precious truth which God has re- 
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Lesson for March 28 


vealed to us and which is embodied in 
our Bible. We are to revel in this; to 
read and meditate upon it, in order that 
it may have its cleansing influence upon 
our souls and its sanctifying power in 
our lives. Then those lives will be lyri- 
cal, and we shall have a song of praise 
constantly welling up in our hearts, 


Verse 17.—“Whatsoever ye do... do 
all in the name of the Lord Jesus.” We 
have now to _please but one; therefore 
in all our ways we are to have Christ 
before us, doing and saying all for His 
glory as our hearts abound in thanks- 
giving to God, our Father. 


1 John 5:11—*“God hath given to us 
eternal life.’ We are told elsewhere 
that “the gift of God is eternal life” 
(Rom. 6:23). A gift cannot be earned. 
It must be received without paying for 
it. So God gives eternal life freely to 
all who believe in His Son, who is the 
source of this life for all who accept Him 
as their Saviour. 


Verse 12.—“He that hath the Son hath 
life.” This makes it crystal clear that 
none are in this blessed new relation- 
ship with God except those who have 
received Christ in faith as their own 
personal Saviour. Having Him, we pos- 
sess eternal life. Apart from Him there 
is no life in the sense in which the Spirit 
of God is speaking here. While all men 
will exist forever, whether in weal or 
woe, none have eternal life but those 
who have availed themselves of God’s 
offer of salvation. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


That all men are without divine or 
eternal life in their natural state is the 
clear teaching of Holy Scripture. When 
Christ is received He gives life eternal, 
and this life is manifested by new de- 
sires and by detestation of the sins that 
once held the soul in bondage. As we 
are occupied with the risen Christ at 
God’s right hand, we are delivered from 
the power of the world; and enabled to 
triumph over all that would mar our fel- 
lowship with the Father and the Son. 
When our Lord returns we shall be fully 
conformed to Him—for we will be 
transformed into His glorious image the 
moment we behold His face.

From then on he was risen 
with Christ, as Paul puts it in our les- 
son.

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know in a changed life His risen power. 
It is wonderful to be able to sing, 
You ask. me how I know He lives?

“If ye then be risen with Christ” (Col. 
3:1).—The greatest contrast in tombs 
which it has been my privilege to be- 
hold was that of King Tut’s in Egypt 
and Joseph’s tomb in the garden at Cal- 
vary, wherein our Lord’s body lay three 
days and three nights. (John 19:41.) 

When King Tut’s tomb was discov- 
ered, it was stored with treasure — gold, 
silver, and precious stones. Although 
most of the treasure had been removed 
to the Cairo Museum before Mr. J. C, 
Pearson and I visited it, we nevertheless 
saw the walls covered with gold and 
decorated with blue faience. And the 
mummy of the king was there within a 
sarcophagus made of wood but covered 
with gold and beautifully inscribed. 

From Egypt, the land of the Pharaohs, 
we traveled to Palestine—the land 
where our Lord Jesus Christ was born, 
lived and wrought miracles, spake life- 
giving words, and died for our sins; was 
buried, rose again, and ascended (from 
it) to the right hand of: the throne of 
the Majesty in the heavens. 

There is nothing ostentatious about 
the tomb where His body had been care- 
fully laid by loving hands. While in 
the tomb we perused the Scriptures men- 
tioning His burial, and before leaving, 


we praised God that His body was not | 


still there. We heartily sang: 


RR from the grave He arose 

ith a mighty triumph o’er His foes; 

He arose a Victor from the dark domain, 

And ad lives forever with His saints to 
reign: 


He arose! He arose ! 
Hallelujah ! Christ arose ! 

No gold, no silver, no precious stones, 
no earthly ‘treasure did His tomb afford; 
but that open, empty sepulcher is thé 
assurance of eternal riches to every be- 
liever throughout the world. Now we 
know that preaching is not vain, faith 
is not vain, the apostles were not false 
witnesses, for the dead rise, and be- 
lievers are not in their sins, and they 
have a hope which does not terminate 
in the darkness and silence of the grave.

(1 Cor. 15:14-19.) Positionally, believers 
are risen with Christ, as our text states; 
for He “hath raised us up together, and 
made us sit together in heavenly places 
in Christ” (Eph. 2:6). 

“Seek those things which are above” 
(Col, 3:1).—While in conversation with 
a certain preacher, the above section of 
the text was quoted. He immediately 
said, “What that means is that we should 
seek the higher things of life, such as 
culture, refinement, music, art, and 
drama— not the base things as profan- 
ity, gambling, vice, and crime”! 

When I reminded him that the “above” 
of the text was defined for us nega- 
tively and positively in the same por- 
tion of ‘Scripture, he asked, “What does 
it say?” Negatively, it says, “not on 
things on the earth” (v. 2); and posi- 
tively, “where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God.” Hence, the words do not 
merely exhort us to seek things which 
worldlings term “high,” in contrast to 
those which they consider “base.” All 
he could say in response was, “Oh, I 
hadn’t noticed that!” 

The Lord Jesus said: “Your Father 
which is in heaven” (Matt. 6:1); and 
again: “Lay up for yourselves é¢reas- 
ures in heaven” (v. 20); and again: 
“Your reward is great in heaven” (Luke 
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6:23). The Apostle Paul said: “Ye also 
have a Master in heaven” (Col. 4:1), 
and: “Our conversation for common- 
Wealth] is in heaven” (Phil. 3:20). The 
Apostle Peter assures us that our “in- 
heritance” is reserved for us in Heaven, 
(1 Pet, 1:4.) 


As we seek, we discover everything 
that really matters to the believer is in 
Heaven. What a happy and sanctifying 
occupation then fo seek .those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth 
on the right hand of God! 


“And this is the record, that God hath 
given to us eternal life” (1 John 5:11). 
—Regarding this verse, Dr. Ironside re- 
lates the following thrilling incident, 
which is worthy of repetition, 

He had a friend in India who was con- 
fused in his thinking on the “elect.” 
He had no assurance that he was among 
them, hence lacked the knowledge of 
salvation. He attended a service in 
which he heard a preacher assert that 
a man was saved the moment he be- 
lieved on the Lord Jesus Christ as his 
Saviour, and that he possessed eternal 
life and could never perish. 


That was the very thing he wanted 
to be certain of, so when he returned 
home he dropped on his knees and cried, 


“If then ye were raised together with'Christ, seek the things 
thal are above, where Christ is, seated on the right hand of Godinwy”

“O God, if it is possible for a man to 
be sure he, has eternal life show it to 
me now from thine own Word; but if it 
is not possible, show me that, and I 
will leave it with Thee.” 


He opened the Bible to the fifth chap- 
ter of First John and read, “He that be- 
lieveih not God hath made him a liar; 
because he believeth not the record that 
God gave of his Son.” He stopped a 
moment, saying: “I don’t want to make 
Him a liar, but I don’t know what the 
record is.” He resumed his reading: 
“And this is the record.” He put his 
thumb down on the remainder of the 
verse, and closed his eyes in prayer and 
said: “O God, I have just been reading 
that if a man does not believe the rec- 
ord that Thou hast zBiven of Thy Son, 
he makes Thee a liar, but I don’t know 
what the record is. I suppose I have it 
under my thumb. I am going to lift my 
thumb, and when I do, help me to be- 
lieve whatever I find there, because I 
do not want to make Thee a liar.” 

He almost dreaded to lift his thumb, 
but finally did, and read, “And this is 
the record that God hath given to us 
eternal life, and this life is in his Son.” 
“Oh,” he-said, “blessed be God! Then 
right here and now I can know.” He 
saw that it was a matter of receiving 
the Son. He came into peace, and for 
years preached this samé truth to 
others !

AY, fellows, Easter time is a happy 

combination of the beauty in nature 
and the reality ‘of the spiritual world. 
The lily, the typical Easter flower, 
stands forth in all its whiteness, its pur- 
ity, and beauty, filling the eye with its 
glory; but there was a hidden life in 
the bulb that lay buried in the earth 
before the lily came into view. 

God, in His wisdom and power and 
goodness, has so made us that we can 
enjoy with our senses the wonders He 
has created: see with our eyes the glories 
of earth, hear with-our ears the music 
of voices and instruments, taste satisfy- 
ing food, sense the fragrance of flowers, 
and with our\hands to touch and mold 
the soft-clay of material things into use- 
ful gadgets. Yet these are merely the 
surface. of God’s far greater spiritual 
world; the world He wants us to dweil 
in; the world He wants us to appreciate 
and love. It is nothing less than a trag- 
edy if we fail to catch God’s purpose for 
us in this. 


“But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned” (1 Cor, 2:14), The “natu- 
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ral man” thinks of the things he can see 
and touch and hear and taste as practi- 
cal realities, while the things of the 
Spirit are intangible and unreal. That 
is a serious mistake. It is serious enough 
to affect one’s eternal destiny. Not only 
that, but it can rob us of all that is the 
best in this life. 


In our Lord’s resurrection from the 
dead we have assurance of life in its 
highest sense. It is the life that over- 
comes death. Sin is death. “The wages 
of sin is death: but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom, 6:23). 


Fellows, cultivate the presence of 
Jesus Christ. It is a spiritual exercise, 
and the truth is not easy to grasp at first; 
but you can do it, for positive help is 
provided. Jesus Christ promised it, and 
He never goes back on a _ promise. 
Shortly before His crucifixion He told 
His disciples: “The Comforter, which 
is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach’ you 
all things” (John 14:26), and just be- 
fore He ascended to the Father, He con- 
firmed it, saying, “Ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you” (Acts 1:8). And sure enough, 
according to His promise, the Holy 
Ghost came on the Day of Pentecost 
(Acts 2:1-4) to remain with us to the 
end of time, to be our guide and 
teacher. 


The greatest of all things which the 
Holy Ghost does for us is to reveal Jesus 
Christ to us in His resurrection power,, 
to save and to keep and have compan- 
ionship with us. Only the Holy Ghost 
can give us right conceptions of the Lord 
Jesus and show us the true meaning of 
His teachings. Whenever you open your 
Bible, breathe a prayer to the Holy Spirit, 
who is right there upon the page waiting 
to help you, asking Him that you may 
get the true meaning of what you read. 
I have sat at the feet of most of the great 
Bible teachers of the past forty years, 
and I have been thrilled as they opened 
to vast audiences the Holy Scriptures; 
but I pledge you my word, I have never 
been so thrilled as when alone with my 
Bible some great truth has fairly 
leaped from the page into my under- 
standing. One does not have to be smart 
to have an experience like that. It is 
only necessary to be expecting and trust- 
ing while you read. The Holy Spirit 
will “pick you up and sit you down” in 
a way that will make you know wijthout 


doubt that supernatural (spiritual) 
power is dealing with you. And you 
will tingle with the j®y of it! The finest 


thing that Simon Peter ever said (and he 
said much) was when he answered Jesus, 
saying, “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.” And Jesus com- 
mended him very highly, saying, 


“Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-jona: for 
flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is in heaven, 
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. +. Upon this rock I will build my church; 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it” (Matt, 16:15-18). 

Thank God every day for the presence 
of the Holy Spirit, who is ready to teach 
us all things! And the best service He 
does us is making us to know the real- 
ity and presence of the living Christ.

Wuat Is ETernal LIFE? 


Life eternal! Heaven rejoices, 
Jesus lives who’ once was dead;

ILLIAM J. IRONS, who wrote this 

Easter hymn in the nineteenth 
century, must have known our Golden 
Text. Let us say it together. How 
we all rejoice this morning that “Jesus 
lives who once was dead”! What does 
our Golden Text say is eternal life? 


How Do We Recetve ETEKNAL LIFE? 


Turn to 1 John 5:11. Here we see that 
eternal life is a gift and there is only 
one way to get it That is to accept 
Christ the Son of God as our Saviour, 
When wé receive Him we get eternal 
life. Shall we say that this gold enve- 
lope represents the Lord Jesus? I am 
offering it to anyone who will take it. 
Mary has taken it. What is inside? (A 
paper marked “eternal life.”) How did 
you get eternal life? In accepting the 
Saviour, represented for our illustra- 
tion by the gold envelope, we receive 
eternal life which is in Him. If you had 
refused the envelope you could not have 
had what was inside. Just so those who 
refuse Christ cannot get eternal life. 
When we receive eternal life we are 
born again, Eternal life is just as real 
as the physical life we received when we 
were born the first time, but it is far 
more wonderful. ! 

The next verse is one every Chris- 
tian should know by heart because it is 
God’s great dividing line. A couple of 
years ago I stood at the Continental 
Divide. Every drop of water going down 
the east side finally makes its way into 
the Atlantic Ocean. Every drop of water 
going down the west side finally lands 
in the Pacific Ocean. Those streams of 
water are so near at the start that no 
one would dream their destinations were 
far apart. In the same way, two girls 
may be sitting side by side in class. One 
has eternal life and one has not. One 
is headed for Heaven, and one for ‘hell, 
What makes the difference? One has 
received the Son of God and one has not, 
Sometimes people say, “There are so 
many churches no one can tell which is 
right anyway.”

On which side are 
you? If you are one of the “hath nots,” 
God’s offer is still open this morning. 
Today you are invited to receive Christ 
as your Saviour If you receive Him 
you will have eternal life; if you do not 
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accept Him you will not have eternal 
life. Will you not receive Him now? 


Tue OUTWORKING OF ETERNAL LIFE 


Colossians 3:1-4 urges those of us who 
have eternal life to live in that new life. 
God counts our old selves dead because 
the Lord Jesus died in our stead. 


Many of you have put on something 
new this morning to celebrate Easter. 
God has some new things He wants His 
children to put on. Ten of them are 
found in Colossians 3:12-15. Who will 
write them on the board? Mercy, kind- 
ness, humbleness, meekness, longsuffer- 
ing, forbearance, forgiveness, love, peace, 
and thankfulness. 

If we have eternal life within us God 


wants us to show forth all these lovely 
characteristics. 


Verse 16 tells us how we are to help 
and encourage one another in the new 
life, and how to bring joy to our Lord. 

Verse 17 shows us that everything we 
do is to count for Christ. This is the 
normal life for the Christian. How 
do we measure up? Let us feed 
more on the Word of God so that the 
new life within us may grow until it 
controls all our thoughts, words, and 
actions,

The Lord Is Risen Indeed 
(John 21:1-14) 


STRANGER saw a child’s grave 

without a stone. A fresh bunch of 
flowers had been laid there and a little 
piece of paper held down by a twig. 
On the paper were written these words, 
“May 30. Papa has been here.” How 
sad! Papa had been there to visit his 
little dead child. But was the child 
there? No. The child was not there — 
just the body-house. he had lived in. 
Papa could not talk with his child. 
Could the child read the loving note 
Papa left? We wonder if the child had 
heard the Word of God, and kept it. 
Had he heard that the Lord Jesus died 


for him? Had he réceived Him for his 


Saviour in the “acceptable year of the 
Lord”? — the year which ended for him 
when his little body-house got sick and 
died. Oh, we hope so! For then, though 
Papa cotld not talk with him, he was 
still alive. For the Lord said—and He 
would not lie — “Because I live, ye shall 
live also” (John 14:19, Memory Verse). 

How do we know that the Lord Jesus 
is living? Why, to be sure, people saw 
Him. Did everybody see Him? No, just 
those who belonged to Him. Before He 
died, he said, “Yet a little while, and 
the world seeth me no more; but ye see 
me: because I live, ye shall live also” 
(John 14:19). More than once His own 
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saw Him—twice in a house—but the 
third time was in the out-of-doors while 
the men were at work. 

Seven of them had gone out in a boat, 
fishing with a net. All night the stars 
twinkled down upon them, but at last 
the stars faded out before the glow of 
the rising sun. How many fish had been 
caught? Why, not one! Someone was’ 
standing on shore, but they could not 
tell who. “Catch anything?” He asked. 
“No.” “Drop your net on the other 
side of the boat, and you will.” Sure 
enough! There were more fish than 
the men could haul in. Then one of the 
fishermen, named John, knew who was 
standing on the shore. He was sure no 
one but the Lord Jesus could have told 
just where the fish were hiding down in 
that water. “It is the Lord!” he ex- 
claimed in an awed voice. Peter was in 
such a hurry he couldn’t wait for the 
boat, so he swam ashore. The others 
rowed in, towing the net full of fish. 
There on the beach was a little fire with 
fish cooking, and bread ready for break- 
fast. Peter helped pull up the net— 
153 fish, and yet the net had not broken, 
Then they had a nice breakfast all to- 
gether. 

Yes, the Lord was really alive. More 
than that, He was with them. He cared 
about their troubles. He helped them 
in their hard times. He gave them what 
they needed. How wonderful! While 
they lived on this earth, He would be 
living here with them through His 
Spirit. And when they finished living 
here, then they would live with Him 
in Heaven. “Because I live, ye shall 
live also,” He promised. 

Do you ever think of the Lord as. be- 
ing present while you do your work? 
If you belong to Him, He is there, though 
you may not see Him. Does He care 
about your troubles—the low marks 
you get in school? Has He ever helped 
you? I am sure He will help if you tell 
Him of your ‘roubles, and obey what 
He tells you to do. -He is really living 

_now! And. He will take yau to live with 
Him when the right time comes. But if 
you do not belong to Him, you can’t 
live with Him forever, you will not see 
Him. He will not help you. He died 
so you can live. Won’t you accept Him 
right now as your Saviour on this Easter 
Sunday, 1948?

Topic and Scripture: 


The Lord Is Risen 
(John 21:1-14) 


NCE again we have an Easter lesson 
—wuse any picture appropriate for 
the day. 

We talk about Christ being risen from 
the dead. I wonder how much children 
understand about it, Many young’children 
have never seen a dead person, but they 
have all seem dead animals, chickens, 
kittens, and dogs. Start from there. 

How many of you ever saw a dead 
kitty? I,think you all have. Perhaps 
it was your kitty, and how you cried! 
Just yesterday my little Alden cried as 
hard as he could because one of his lit- 
tle bantams fell into the river and 
drowned. She was dead. You know 
they can’t move when they are dead. 
They can’t see, or hear you call them, 
They can’t eat or make any sound. They 
grow cold and stiff, and we bury them 
before they begin to decay. 

When people die, the same thing hap- 
pens. They cannot move or see, they 
cannot hear or speak. They, too, grow 
cold and stiff, and we put their body 
away in the ground in the cemetery. 

But when animals die, that is the end 


of them, for they have no spirit; they _ 


just have a body and a mind. Men 
have a spirit, and that spirit does not 
die, so when man dies and is buried, 
that is not the end. Every person in 
a grave will some day be raised, those 
who believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
to joy and everlasting life with God in 
Heaven, and those who do not believe 
to eternal punishment. 

We will all be raised because Christ 
was risen from the dead. What hap- 
pened when He was raised? Well, He 


could walk around, for Mary saw Him “* 


walking in the garden, and He could 
talk, for He talked to her and many 
others. He could see; He could hear; 
He could eat. He could do all the things 
He did before He died, and He did some 
things He had not done before: He came 
inte rooms where the doors were shut 
and locked; He went places without 
walking the roads—just suddenly ap- 
peared to the disciples on the road te 
Emmaus, or by the Sea of Galilee. 
The Bible tells us we shall be like 
Him when He comes back again, whether 
we are alive and caught up to be with 
Him in the air, or dead and raised from 
our grave to meet Him in the air. So, 
even though we may have been dead 
many years, we shall be alive again. We 
will see and hear and speak; we will 
be able to go from place to place even 
as Jesus did. How wonderful this is! 
And nobody will be sick or crippled. All 
our resurrection bodies will be perfect. 


We had a Christian friend who was 
slowly dying with a terrible cough. One 
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of the last times I saw him, he said, 
“This cough is awful. I wish I could go 
to be with the Lord.” I said: “It won't 


be long, and you will have @ perfect ~ 


vody, no more cough; and I'll have new 
feet, no more arthritis. -Won’t that be 
grand?” 

Quick as @ flash he answered, “And 
we'll walk all over God’s Heaven !” How 
grand it is! I think all of you can un- 
derstand now what being riser means. 
But if Christ had not first been raised 
from the dead, we would not rise, so He 
is the one to be praised. 

Easter is the happiest day in the year, 
but did you know that every Sunday 
is really ar Easter Day, because each 
Sunday is a day for worship because 
Jesus Christ rose from the dead om the 
first day of the week? Before the Res- 
urrectiom, the seventh day, Saturday, 
was the day for worship, and the Jews, 
who do not accept Christ, still worship 
om Saturday. 

So on every Sunday think about this, 
We have this first day of the week, our 
Sunday, because Christ rose from the 
dead. Be very sure you have let Jesus 
come into your heart so you, -too, will 
havea glorious resurrection day.

ANY of us, in the week that has 

just passed, have been thinking 
particularly about the events that sur- 
rounded the suffering and death of the 
Lord Jesus on Calvary. We have under- 
stood that Christ died for our sins, and 
that faith in His death on the cross, in 
our place, is essential to our salvation. 
However, the topic for this week’s 
prayer meeting suggests that there is 
something more for us than faith in 
Christ’s death. When we read the first 
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ten verses of the fifteenth chapter of 1 
Corinthians, which is the first Scripture 
portion for this week’s meeting, we find 
that the Christian Gospel embraces not 
only faith in Christ’s sufferings and death 
for.us (v. 3), but also faith in His burial 
(v. 4), in His resurrection on the third 
day (v. 4), and in the fact that He was 
seen by more than five hundred of His 
disciples after He arose from the dead 
(vs. 5, 6). 
ye 


Now, why is it not énough, as some of . 
our Modernist friends would tell us, to 
be satisfied with what we learn of the 
Lord’s dgath as a good man, a martyr’s 
death for a set of moral principles and 
ideals that He sought to teach to a little 
band of followers? The first difficulty 
with such a position is that, when we 
examine history, we find others who 
have died a martyr’s death. As a mere 
martyr, Christ is no different than many 
other sincere leaders and teachers, and 
therefore offers no greater foundation 
for faith than do other human leaders, 


But, when we go on in the Scripture 
beyond the facts surrounding Christ’s 
physical death, we find, first of all, that 
His death was not an accident, nor was 
it the culmination of natural circum- 
stances, as are the deaths of sincere hu- 
man leaders. His death was “according 
to the scriptures” (v. 3). It fulfilled the 
whole long lirie of prophecy, all the 
way from the Garden of Eden down to 
the inspired words of Simeon and Anna 
in the Temple, when the Lord Jesus was 
brought there, as an infant, for dedi- 
cation. 

se 


Furthermore, when we move on to the 
facts surrounding the Lord’s byrial and 
resurrection from the dead on the third 
day (v. 4), we see that His death is 
lifted out of any possible comparison 
with the death of mere men, and is 
placed in an utterly unique class. The 
fact that the Lord Jesus was buried, and 
that His body lay in the tomb from thé 
time that it was placed there after the 
Crucifixion until the resurrection morn. 
ing establishes the fact that His death 
was real, He was not merely in a trance, 
or under some form of suspended anima- 
tion. He really died, and was buried, 
just as natural men die and are buried. 
But coupled with this fact is the great 
truth that He also rose again from the 
dead, and lived and moved and talked 
with His disciples, as He had done be- 
fore His enemies nailed Him to the cross. 

This twin truth of death and resurrec- 
tion points us first to the fact that the 
Lord Jesus did what no mere human 
being has ever done, before or since, 
c? His own volition. He rose from the 
grave and walked and talked with His 
friends after His death. 

The second great truth emphasized here 
is that the price that the Lord Jesus paid 
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by His death was acceptable and was suffi- 
cient. Had this not been true, He could 
not have risen from the dead, and we 
could not have known whether or not 
the price He paid on the cross-for the 
sin of the world was enough in God’s 
sight. 
we 

Finally, we come to the truth that the 

Lord Jesus was seen of more than five 


hundred of His disciples after His res-_ 


ufrection from the dead (vs. 5, 6), His 
death and burial, and His resurrection, 
as Peter tells us, did not happen in a 
corner, where only a very few could 
know of them. ,.They were fully attested 
by many witnesses so that we might 
have the assurance today that they really 
occurred as told in the Gospels. Truly 
we are not following cunningly devised 
fables, dreamed up by a few zealous 
disciples. We may have an Easter faith 
that embraces the whole Gospel, includ- 
ing the sinless life, the vicarious death, 
the literal burial, and the glorious res- 
urrection of the Lord Jesus, and we may 
rest secure on the unshakable Rock, 
Christ Jesus, our Lord, God’s Son, and 
our Redeemer.

Arousiag and Dicran 


It will be recalled that Arousiag’s hus- 
band, Dicran Y. Kassouny, in June, 1946, 
was awarded the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Surgery by the American 
University of Beirut, having completed 
the five years’ medical training neces- 
sary for this degree. Since receiving his 
degree, Dr. Kassouny has completed a 
year of internship at the same university. 

It was hoped that still further medical 
preparation might be made through an 
internship in an American hospital in 
the United States, and that Arousiag 
might come to America with her husband 
for a one-year furlough, the first that 
has seemed possible since she went to 
Beirut in September, 1938. However, 
when the question of visas was pre- 
sented to the State Department in Wash- 
ington, it was found that because of full 
quotas, visas could not be hoped for 
until the middle of 1948. 

The door to America apparently thus 
being temporarily closed, Dicran was led 

to accept work as an assistant at the 
' American University Hospital . clinic, 
which would also enable him to devote 
evenings and week ends to Christian 
work, and Arousiag has continued the 
Bible classes and evangelistic work that 
had previously occupied her time. Their 
latest letter reads:

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Father. The Lord has been nearer and 
dearer than ever, and we have lived 
in spirit with our friends in the States, 
whom we long to see so much, 


Let me first say a few words about 
my medical work. I am glad that the 
American University at Beirut had an 
opening that gives me varied and valu- 
able experience and, at the same time, 
allows me ample time for spiritual 
work 


I am now working as assistant in 
the dermatology clinics, and in the 
Pharmacology Department. I also 
ive the nurses a course in derma- 
logy, and prepare abstracts for the 
Journal of Biological Abstracts, of 
Philadelphia. 


All this takes about half of my time, 
je rest I give to church and youth 
work. 


Our Union asked me to serve as field 
secretary. The position is a new and 
tentative one, but it may be a means 
of bringing about more co-operatioA 
and fellowship among the individual 
churches, and a more co-ordinated 
evangelism within and outside of the 
churches. The Central Committee 
(comparable to the Synod) meets once 
@ month. It is now my task to follow 
up the decisions, and to prepare the 
next session. 

Last November we had our annual 
Union Convention in. Aleppo, lasting 
five days. Our motto was, “The Pray- 
ing Church,” and much time was de- 
voted to prayer. As secretary to the 
convention, I had a great deal to do 
during and after the meetings. We 
also had evangelistic meetings in the 
evenings, three of which I led. 
young doctor, who was converted in 
one of these, later wrote to me, “Our 
home is now so much the happier, 
since Jesus has come in.” 

Here are a few of the important 
projects decided at the time, and which 
entail regular follow-up work, 

We have started a “Teachers’ Train- 
ing Institute,” to meet the need for 
teachers who have both technical 
training and a consciousness of spir- 
ituat calling. Arousiag was invited to 
act as director, and though it takes 
a great deal of her time, we know it 
is in a worth-while cause. I help as 
one of the board. 


With three others, I am on ‘a Lay- 
men’s Committee on Tithing to pro- 
mote a campaign for more giving to 
the Lord’s work. The slogan chosen 
by the convention was, “At least one 
tenth to the Lord.” It means persis- 
tent and prayerful action, but what- 
ever success we may have will be 
very worth while. 


Another project is the revision of 
our hymnal. The one the churches use 
how was made about thirty years ago. 
Everr in 1930 the necessity for revision 
was felt, but it could not be carried 
out satisfactorily. I am responsible for 
this work. With five efficient people 
on the committee, one .of them’ my 
father, we have already covered a 
great deal of the ground. 


Aside from these duties, there are, of 
course, the routine tasks, correspond- 
ence with the churches and pastors, 
and visitation of churches, as necessity 
arises. I am glad for the opportunity 
these give for personal contact, fel- 
lowship, and prayer with other work- 
ers in the field. 


We are praising the Lord for His 
continued blessings in the youth work. 
There is an unprecedented enthusiasm 
in the Christian Endeavor Societies, 
the sphere and channel of our youth

work, and this enthusiasm is based, 
more than ever, on a spiritual experi- 
ence. One society devoted all its Sun- 
day meetings to Bible study; as they 
needed special help, I led most of these 
studies. The. attendance ..doubled 
within three months. We consider this 
only a beginning: the members must 
feel that they have a _ responsibility 
toward all their friends. In another 
society, members have come together 
a quarter of an hour before the meet- 
ing for prayer; in* their last consecra- 
tion meeting sixty were present, and 
forty-five participated. 


During the last two weeks of De- 
cember, the societies held a series of 
evangelistic meetings. I led the series 
in one church the first week, and also 
the second, when all met together 
each evening. There were usually 
more witnesses and prayers than we 
had time for.’ This evening the pas- 
tors and members of the local Union 
in Beirut, and the Christian Endeavor 
Executive Committee will meet to 
plan for the continuatior of this work. 


We are continuing the Bible Study 
Fellowship. at our home. Those who 
come are mostly university students, 
with their particular problems, 


May we earnestly solicit the prayers 
of our friends for these yarious activ- 
ities, that the Lord may awaken hearts 
to their primary need, and give them 
faith and,the spirit of obedience to 
His voice. We all feel that the oppor- 
tunity must not be lost for bringing 

» the youth in greater numbers to Christ. 


Another request for prayer is for 
the choir, the Sacred Music Singers. 
We are working this year on Stainer’s 
- “Crucifixion,” and Mendelssohn’s 
“Hymn of Praise.” We meet every 
Tuesday evening. The concert is 
scheduled for May 1. Pray that first 
the members and then our audiences 
may one and all know Him who was 
crucified for them. 


On Arousiag falls a great deal of the 
burder in all these activities— to as- 
sist, to advise, to pray. And this, in’ 
addition to her own full schedule. 


I mentioned the Teachers’ Training 
Institute. This is for high school grad- 
uates. The plan is to give them a‘ two 
years’ course in educational methods, 
in literature and church history, psy~- 
chology, music, and Bible. We hope 
this will prepare them sufficiently for 
teaching in our primary and high 
schools, and also that some of them 
will go into further training for the 
ministry. Arousiag supervises the 
work, keeps in touch with the students; 
and carries the responsibility for the 
running of the school, supported by a 
fine steff and board of managers. 

With the kindergarten teachers, as 
you remember, she meets regularly. 
Arousiag gives them suggestion, in- 
vites other speakers, and then visits 
the kindergartens to see how far the 
teachers, of course within the limita- 
tions of their available materials, are 
carrying out the suggestions. 


Last year she started also a Cradle 
Roll in the Sunday school of the First 
Chureh (the one we usually attend). 
The parents are, of course, very happy, 
for it enables them to attend the 
church services. 


Then, there are visits to the poor 
and aged. Arousiag provided a Christ- 
mas party for them. Their apprecia- 
tion and happiness was so touching.

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With the New Books 


How To Study the Revelation. By the 
Rev. Joseph M. Gettys, Ph.D. (John 
Knox Press, Richmond 9, Va., paper, $1.) 
Undoubtedly the author has studied 
many different theories of interpretation 
of Revelation. He urges people to study 
the Bible for themselves. “Each stu- 
dent should be given opportunity and 
encouragement to do honest work for 
himself.” He teaches the ultimate tri- 
umph of God’s cause and the final judg- 
ment of the wicked. He gives a good 
summary of the “Preterist,” “Futurist,” 
“Continuous-Historical,” and “Symbolic” 
theories of interpretation. He claims 
that there is a certain amount of truth 
in each theory, but not all truth in any 
one. In his own interpretation he is 
very confusing. The inadequacy of what 
he says seems to be painfully evident to 
the author himself. Over and over he 
says, in effect, that Revelation is written 
as it is to prevent the most astute Ro- 
man officials from deciphering its mes- 
sage. The reader of this volume gains 
the impression that the author thinks 
that no one really knows the meaning 
of this closing book of the Bible. Evi- 
dently anyone who seeks to interpret, 
and yet ignores John’s outline of Reve- 
lation as given in chapter one, verse 19, 
will be as vague as this writer. 


The Music of Life. By G. Campbell 
Morgan, D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York 10; $1.) Many years of living 
and of observing people enabled the 
late Dr. Morgan to write this beautiful 
description of life. He came near to 
hot releasing it for publication, but was 
finally persuaded to do so by one of his 
sons. To him life was an opera, “a dra- 
matic performance, accompanied by 
music, and having scenic effects.” He 
described life as consisting of seven 
pages of music. They are “Infancy,” 
“Childhood,” “Youth,” “Manhood,” “Ma- 
turity,” “Old Age,” and “Extreme Old 
Age.” It is evident that the author lived 
nobly and observed closely. Undoubt- 
edly he experienced that “the path of 
the just is as the shining light, that 
shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day.” 


The Theory of Preaching. By Austin 
Phelps. Abridged and revised by Faris 
D. Whitesell, Th.D. (Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.50.) Originally 
written by a man who was then Profes- 
sor of Homiletics at Andover Theolog- 
ical Seminary, this Work made its first 
appearance in 1881. Now it is published 
in a revised and greatly condensed form 
prepared by the Professor of Homiletics 
at Northern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary. 

Dr. Phelps’ great stress is on the or- 
ganization and structure of the sermon. 
The conviction that underlies his writ- 
ing is perhaps best expressed in these 
words of his: “Nothing is a sermon 
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which is not a structure. Every part 
of the sermon must fit into the struc- 
ture. Every part should gravitate to 
every other part. The demand of this 
grows out of the very nature of per- 
suasive speech, and is inevitable in every 
mind” (p. 62). Moved by this convic- 
tion, the author takes up each of the 
parts of a sermon, such as the text, the 
explanation, the introduction, the propo- 
sition, the development, and the conclu- 
sion, showing how these various parts 
are to be developed, and how they are 
to be related to each other. He illus- 
trates his own beliefs by making each 
chapter follow a logical and carefully 
ordered pattern. In addition, there is 
given here a condensation of another 
book ,by Dr. Phelps, entitled, “English 
Style in Public Discourse,” an outline of 
his work on “Men and Books,” some 
samples of the author’s own sermonic 
outlines, and a brief sketch of his life. 


Youth’s Marriage Problems. By Alfred 
L. Murray. (Zondervan Pub. House, 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $2.) As a Navy 
chaplain in World War II, Mr. Murray 
contacted hundreds of men who were 


_grief-stricken over their broken homes, 


an experience which, along with abun- 
dant research, has qualified him to offer 
sensible and reverent enlightenment on 
the causes of these tragedies. His book, 
which is interesting throughout, dis- 
cusses such themes as, “Why People 
Marry,” “What Does It Mean to Fall 
in Love?” “How to Win the One You’d 
Wed,” and “Will There Be Children?” 
And it takes the debatable position that 
Christian sex instruction should be given 
in the church, that previous immoral- 
ities should be confessed during court- 
ship, that birth control is permissible 
when economic want, social despair, or 
physical disability is present, and that 
mixed marriages, whether inter-racial 
or between two religions, are certain to 
be unhappy. The author states also 
that it is unscriptural for the innocent 
party in a divorce case to remarry. 

The study is unusually fair in that 
it presents all possible arguments on 
both sides of related questions. And 
the plea is for modesty without prudery, 
and for that wholesome attitude toward 
sex that springs from right _ relationship 
with God. 


My Sermon Notes on _ Doctrinal 
Themes. By the Rev. W. P. Van Wyk. 
(Baker’s Book House, Grand Rapids 6, 
Mich., $2.) This volume is similar to 
other volumes by the same author, pub- 
lished previously. The notes on each 
sermon cover about five or six pages. 
There are from two .to five main head- 
ings and several subdivisions: Under 
each subhead, there are terse sentences 
summarizing the truths dealt withs There 
are six miscellaneous sermons on a vari- 
ety of subjects. Then follows twenty- 
four outlines of messages based on the 
contents of the Apostles’ Creed. There 
is - considerable unnecessary repetition 
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in the four Outlines dealing with the 
“triple office” of Christ. There is sug- 
gestive material here which should be 
helpful to those whose training and ex- 
perience are limited. 


Through the Bible Book by Book, Vols. 
Ii and Ill. By W. S. Hottel, D.D. (Union 
Gospel Press, Cleveland 1, Ohio, $1.25.) 
Volume I of this series was reviewed in 
the November.
